We Are Now In Our Annual 
Weed & Debris Abatement 


Bernard] Westkamper in¬ 
formed the Fire Prevention 
Bureau to start posting lots 
and yards that needed Weed 
Abatement on Thurs day, 
April 12. At this time all lots 
should bo so posted. At the 
same time orders were given 
to notify each person, by 
regular mail that their lots 
had so been posted and that 
a hearing would be held on 
Tuo.«day, April 24, wherein 
you coi'.ild be heard relative 
to whether you had been un¬ 
fairly posted and complain 
to the City Council. 

Contacting the Fire Pre¬ 
vention Bureau, here is what 
Fire Inspector Kramer had 
to say: “It is definitely 
Weed Abatement Time. He 
followed it with these re¬ 
marks: “We wish to give 
this warning to all property 
owners in the City, and thus 
may cost them less money, 
damage and anxiety.” 

Kramer further states that 
“by elimination of weeds at 
this time, together with de¬ 
bris and trash, a future fire 
call to yoiur property and th<' 
possibilities of having some 
of the buildings on the 
property damaged, may be 
avoided.” 

“.Should it be necessary 
for the City crews to remove 
Ihe weeds and debris, the 
cost is always much, much 
more than the person thinks 
ic should be, hut the use of 
hea%'y equipment is very 
expensive. Property owners 
who remove their own, can 
take much lon.ger time, eli¬ 
minate the uses of big 


equipment, operators a ,n d 
hand labor that sometimes 
is necessary,” he said. 

All property owners who 
have not taken care of their 
weeds will receive a second 
notice, this time by regis¬ 
tered mail notifying them 
that the City will soon move 
in and clean up the weeds 
and debris, for which there 
will be a charge. The third 
letter, by regular mail, will 
notify the property owners 
of the charge that has been 
placed against them for 
cleaning up their lots. 

Improved properties will 
be given a 15-day notice for 
compliance by the owmer. 
Violations of the deadline 
will be turned over to the 
Los Angeles County District 
Attorney’s Office. The City 
crews will then remove the 
weeds, brush and debris 
sometimes during June or 
July and the owner billed 
for the costs, which if not 
paid, will then be chargeo 
against the taxes with pen¬ 
alties and interest. 

Property owners who 
“have been notified could be 
held liable for any damage 
a fire may cause to sur¬ 
rounding prope r t i e s,” so 
states the Fire Inspector. He 
concludes with "Clean ’em 
up yourself and save money 
and other possible prob¬ 
lems.”

Inadequacy! 

Immediate action in planning and implementing an 
adequate highway and transportation system in the state 
has been called for by J. Leland Atwood, chairman of the 
board, Automobile Club of Southern California. 

In praising the Auto Club chairman’s demand, South¬ 
ern California Transportation Action Committee chairman, 
Virgil Waters remarked, ‘Tt’s this kind of leadership that 
is needed to bring the true facts concerning our freeway 
system to the surface and to expose the Inadequacy of 
Goernor Brown’s transportation policies.” 

In the Auto Club’s Annual Report, Atwood observed 
that until recently, the Brown administration had plans 
to spen,d only about $1.4 billion over the next five years 
to reduce the badtlog of urgently needed highway facili¬ 
ties. Caltrans has estimated it will cost $4.4 billion to 
complete the planned highway construction in the state. 

Cannot Learn! 

At least $2.4 billion in new. non-budgeted spending 
was proposed by the California Legislature in the first 
1,600 bills introduced this year, Cal-Tax executive vice- 
president Kirk West said recently. 

In reviewing the first 1,600 bills (1,000 Assembly bills, 
600 Senate), dollar figures were compiled only on the 9l 
measures in which appropriations were stated. Another 
232 bills Included an appropriatlcm, but the amount was 
not shown. 

•‘For some legislators, it appears as though the mes- 
.sage of Proposition 13 was written in invisible ink,” West 
said. 

"Senator Ralph Dills has proposed (SB 234) at the 
very least $800 mUlion In new state and local spending 
for schools. And there is the Alquist proposal (SB 91) for 
$147 million in retroactive pay Increases for state em¬ 
ployees. 'These are a sampling of the bigger bills proposing 
state spending Increases or mandating more local spend¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“Take these, add the fact that the Governor’s Budget 
did not Include a poltically realistic amount for welfare 
cost of living increases, and you can conclude that we are 
already on the road to spending ourselves into a lot of 
trouble.” 

West said Cal-Tax researchers, in arriving at the $2.4 
billion figure, did not include that portion of the 96 ap¬ 
propriation bilU whirti involved shifting spendbig from 
ioc-al agencies to the state or payment of Claims against 
Ute state. 

In addition to the 232 appropriation bills with no 
dollar amount specified. 304 others majidate increased 
local government costs but propose no appropriation for 
reimbursement. 

In all, 632 bills — 40 per cent of the 1,600 reviewed — 
propose new spending. 

“We could look at the brighter side,” West s a 1 o, 
"and point out that GO per cent of these measures do not 
appear to involve higher costs. Al.so, some of the new 
.spending propasals ap|)ear not to be going anyvvhere i i 
the Legislature.” 

West said he was especially surprised at the number 
of bills Which foice unreimbursed cost increases on cities, 
counties, and distric.s. ‘The way to help local govern¬ 
ment ad>ust to Pn)position 13 revenues losses is certainly 
not to think up more ways to require them to spend their 
money.”

As a member of the Education Committees in 
the Senate and the A.ssembly, I have consistently 
opposed to busing as a means of Integrating our schools. 
Bu.sijig is an outmoded and anachronistic approach to the 
problem of equal education and has ganeralod little 
public support. 

I am co-author of Senate Constitutional Amendment 
2. whioli relates to the transportation of studejits. The 
measure was approved by the full Senate earlier this year 
and by Ute State Assembly on March 22. The amendment 
does not require the signature of (Governor Brown and 
will probably appear on the ballot in August of this 
year, if the Senate concurs with the final Assembly amend¬ 
ments. 

This measure establishes that notliing in the Cali¬ 
fornia Constitution imposes on State or local educational 
agencies any duties different from those imposed by the 
Equal Pro.ection Clause of the 14th Amendment of the 
United States ConsUtution regarding pupil assignment for 
trajispor.atlon. It also states Uiat every Injunction or de¬ 
claratory Judgment of a court of this State that was based 
on a different interpre.ation shall be dissolved or modi¬ 
fied upon request of any Interestcnf party. 

To be quite honest, 1 believe that busing creates more 
problems than it solves. It is dusruptive to families, and 
it does not crea.e a climate that is conducive to learning. 

I agree with one parent w-ho wrote and told me; 
"Frankly, I am tired of being told what we will do — 
witliout a voice of any kind — and by the outrageous 
cxficnses it will take to carry off such a ridiculous plan.” 

The American Civil Liberties Union has argued before 
the Education Committee that Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 2 may be ruled unconstitutional. They argued 
tliat the measure undermines future State Supreme Court 
decisions and that it would set a separate standard for 
impo.sing the Constitution’s Equal Protection Clause in 
school cases. 

If Senate Constitutional Amendment 2 is ruled un¬ 
constitutional, tlie Sta e Supreme Court will again be put 
In a position that Is Inconsistent with the people’s will. 
The Court has already demonstrated its political nature 
by its cavalier handling of iihe “Use a Gun — Go to 
Prison Law” and in permitting Wilson Riles to run for 
re-election as State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
even though he did not submit the proper documents be¬ 
fore the final deadline. 

Senate Constitutional Amendment 2 has the support 
of 28 school districts in Southern California including 
many local school districts In my senatorial district.

Chief Bragdon said that 
more than half of the fires 
in 1978 were listed as either 
incendiary’ or suspicious in 
nabare. The fires involved 
196 elementary schools, 83 
junior high schools and 101 
high schools. 

Actual loss figures for 
1978 were: Structural loss, 
$1,181,800; contents loss, 
$362,400; total school loss, 
$1,544,200. 

Chief Bragdon said that 
most of the fires occurred at 
night which resulted in a de¬ 
lay in discovery and report¬ 
ing of the fire. The Chief 
.sugested that installation of 
automatic fire detectors and 
alarm.s undoubtedly would 
result in a reduction in the 
fire loss for schools.
